\Welcome once again, this time to the 
‘second issue of JCR for the 1976—77 


‘academic year. This is the Annual Di- 
rectory of IBS member stations, the issue 
that lists all of the stations who are asso- 
ciated with the Intercollegiate Broadcast- 
ing System in order of their location and 
their educational institution. It is our 
hope that you will use this directory 
often, either as a means of obtaining in- 
‘formation about your fellow stations, or 
as an aid to inter-station contact. There 
_might be another radio station just around 
the corner that you didn’t know about, 
so give ‘em a call sometime . .. you 
both might profit from it. 


One thing to remember. If your station 
is not given a complete listing, it’s prob- 
_ably because you joined IBS too late for 
inclusion, or, we did not receive a com- 
pleted Data Banc form from you. These 
sheets are sent out to member stations in 
the spring and summer, so keep an eye 
out for them early next year. If your 
station is not listed at all, it’s probably 
because you are not listed as an IBS mem- 
ber. Again, this could be because your 
station joined too late for the magazine 
deadline. 


Last issue, there was much talk about the 
_ FCC matters, and how they might affect 
| different kinds of college and high school 
broadcasters. At the time, it looked like 
some sort of decision would be made by 
the following month, so we promised the 
“final’’ word on the two dockets, to be 
announced in this issue. Well, one should 
_mever count on governmental decisions 
before they are hatched, and it looks like 
that’s just what we did. Asa matter of 
fact, since last month, nothing at all has 
been decided by the FCC, except for one 
important thing. On September 27, the 
commission announced that it was ex- 
- tending the deadline for filing comments 
in the matter of docket 20735. That's 
the docket that relates to noncommercial 
FM broadeasters, and those who plan to 
apply for FM facilities. The fact that the 
deadline has been extended means that 
there is now more time for college radio 
people to file their own comments, and 
there is now no real excuse not to do so. 


IBS has filed comments several times that 
have requested this extension, on the 
grounds that the college broadcasters who 
would be most severely affected by this 
docket are the least able to effectively 
respond to it, since it’s a rare college or 
high school station that can afford the 
batteries of Washington lawyers that the 
Corporation for Public Broadcasting can. 
As it turned out, CPB filed for an ex- 
tension also . . . so that they could do 
some more research for their own filing. 
Obviously, they are stockpiling some am- 
munition, and college radio must do the 
same! 


Most importantly, you must make your 
voice heard to the FCC. As of this date, 
at least 14 college radio stations have filed 
comments with the FCC and sent a copy 
to IBS. The comments range in size from 
one and one half page letters to 30 page 
documents. All are valid, and all will be 
taken into account by the Commission. 
How can you do the same? First, do 
some reading on the matter. For a start, 
there’s the docket itself. That can be 
found in the Federal Register, Vol. 41, 
No. 80; Friday, April 23, 1976. You can 
also get a copy of the docket by dropping 
me a note at the Vails Gate IBS office. 
Then, you should re-read the article that 
appeared in last month’s JCR by Dick 
Gelgauda entitled ‘‘Spirit of ‘76—College 
Radio.” As we have pointed out before, 
you don’t have to have a lawyer or even a 
fancy sounding title to make your views 
known to the FCC. Write them out as 
clearly as possible and send an original 
and 11 copies to: Secretary, Federal 
Communications Commission, 1919 M 
Street, Washington, D.C. 20054. Again, 
the idea is not to simply voice opposition, 
although you may indeed do that, but to 
also add constructive criticism and to 
suggest alternatives to the CPB backed 
ideas. 


Now, why hasn’t the FCC acted so far on 
docket 20780? That, as you may recall, 
is the proposal to redefine the limits of 
unlicensed low-level radiation devices (like 
walkie-talkies, garage door openers and 
whole world of Carrier Current Radio). 
Docket 20780 is intended to revise sec- 
tions of Part 15 of the FCC Rules and 
Regulations, which covers all the afore- 
mentioned devices. Although the dead- 
line for filing comments on this issue is 
long past, nothing has been heard from 
the FCC. Now, the rumor mill has it 
that the matter of Carrier Current Radio 
devices may be seperated in one way or 
another from the rest of the docket 
(which makes sense). However, at least 
as of this date, nothing has been heard 
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from the Commission except from the 
representative who conducted a question- 
and-answer session at the New England 
National Conference last month. Alan 
Meyers, a broadcast analyst for the FCC, 
told us that the commission tended to 
handle things on an emergency basis, and 
that issues like the regulation of CB radios 
and the structure of televised presidential 
debates took precedence over revisions in 
part 15, or for that matter, revisions in 
the noncommercial FM rules. This means 
that it might be some time before we 
hear anything about the big decision on 
both the FM and Carrier Current dockets. 
This also means that I’m not going to 
make any promises about printing the 
“final” word in the next issue of JCR. 
It does NOT mean that you can safely 
forget about filing comments on 20735. 
The cut-off date is still set at January 3, 
1977. We would appreciate it if you 
send us a copy of your comments too, so 
that we know what you are thinking.

After a great deal of time spent in pre- 
paration, the first supplement of this year 
to the IBS Master Handbook has at last 
been mailed out to dues paying member 
stations. This supplement is particularly 
important because it contains the first 
edition of the IBS Equipment Corpora- 
tion.Catalogue. Plans are already under- 
way for the second edition of this cata- 
logue, as more manufacturers are express- 
ing interest in distributing their products 
through IBS—EC.

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NEW ENGLAND 


COLLEGE RADIO CONFERENCE 


by MARK GOVERNOR 


Over 125 students and staff of 31 college radio stations 
attended the first New England College Radio Conference on 
October 10 and 11. WUMB of UMass/Boston hosted the busy 
two day seminar, which was co-hosted by the station, the 
Intercollegiate Broadcasting System and the Massachusetts 
Broadcasters Association. 


Participants were from schools throughout New England 
plus schools from New Jersey and New York. They came to 
hear the 22 seminars that covered nearly every aspect of 
college broadcasting. The most popular session, according to 
surveys, was led by Danny Schecter of WBCN, Boston, and 
George Meier, Editor of WALRUS magazine. They started a 
very lively discussion about college programming by contend- 
ing that college stations were not realizing their potentials for 
quality broadcasts. Meier said that colleges should be broad- 
casting ‘‘state of the art’’ programming that differed consider- 
ably from commercial FM programming in their respective 
markets. When students protested that they had to please 
their audience by programming jazz and rock and what other 
stations played, Meier countered by saying that the stations 
should be offering a true alternative. He said that it has been 
proven many times that when a college station and a commer- 
cial station in the same area offer the same kind of program- 
ming, listeners generally tune.to the commercial station. He 
offered examples of stations that have successfully found a 
“niche” by programming music that other stations in their 
area didn’t cover. 


Schecter said there should de a philosophy behind each 
station and the programming should reflect this philosophy. 
He pointed out that educational FM stations were in the 
unique position of not having to be responsible to ratings, 


advertisers, etc. This provides an ideal opportunity to put a 
lot of thought behind what stations air, and to think about 
the future of broadcasting. ‘Students at the session responded 
favorably to this idea, but expressed uncertainty of how to 
actually incorporate it into their own stations. 


In another heavily attended session, Alan Meyers of the 
Federal Communications Commission announced that the 
Commission had decided that broadcasters on 10 watt edu- 
cational FM stations are no longer required to have the broad- 
cast endorsement (element 9) on their third class license to 
operate it. He said the FCC was still encouraging people to 
get thier licenses, though, and they have published an exten- 
sive study guide to help them prepare for the test, which is 
now revised (and a bit more difficult). Mr. Meyers also made 
the rather startling remark that many of the Public Service 
Announcements, now being aired as such on non-commercial 
FM stations could actually be construed as advertising. He 
said the FCC Rules and Regulations (73:289) read that there 
will be no broadcast promoting the sale of a product or ser- 
vice. In the case of concerts, Mr. Meyers told the session 
participants that ‘‘concert rundowns”’ were perfectly legal as 
long as all the announcements were read at the same time, 
and no one concert was singled out and promoted. 


In other sessions, Judith Brackley of WCAS, Cambridge, 
led a discussion of women in broadcasting, and also on News 
Reporting. Dave Gilton of WBCN led a very popular session 
on third world public affairs programming, and Ed Perry led 
an informative session on Community Ascertainment. The 
Station Management session led by Jeff Tellis of WPKN, Con-

necticut and Pat Monteith of WUMB brought up the many 
problems of licensee control in educational institutions. 


Participants polled from all the sessions agreed that the 
conference was successful, and would help to direct the future 
of college radio in New England and gave the organizers ideas 
for future conferences of this type.

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REGIONAL CONFERENCES 
by Rick Askoff 


Where else are they happening? 
Why don’t they happen more often? 


As you can tell from the preceeding article, regional conferences 

can be an awfully good way for the stations in a particular area to 
get together once or twice a year, get to know one another, dis- 
cuss common problems and in general, have a good time with 
people of like disposition. In the past few years, there have been 
dozens of these conferences, but for the most part, they have 
tended to take place in or near metropolitan areas, where the 
college station population is most dense (does that sound right?). 


This year, for example, IBS helped to put on the New England 
Regional, and conferences are being organized in the Western New 
York State area and the Mid-Atlantic region (New Jersey, metro 
New York, Pennsy, Delaware, Maryland). There is also a regional 
conference planned in Southern California. And of course, be- 
sides the IBS sponsored conferences, there are other organizations 
who stage successful conferences and conventions, most notably 
the Loyola College convo in Chicago (one of the largest and most 
popular, held in November), and the South East College Radio 
Association (SECRA) conference, held in Atlanta, last year. 
There are small get-togethers held all over the country (one of 
which was held in Maine recently), and no doubt, many others of 
various sizes and shapes. And, of course, there’s the National 
IBS convention each spring. 


That may seem like a lot of pow-wows, but when you consider 
what a widespread phenomenon college radio is (at least 1300— 
1400 stations), the actual percentage of stations existing near the 
site of a regional conference is small . . . smaller than it should be. 


In order to insure a successful regional conference, a few rare 
ingredients must be found. Most important, by far, is the interest 
of a determined, hard working, volunteer, slightly-to-very insane 
person or group of persons who are willing to put in the long 
hours writing letters, attracting speakers, record company reps, 
other stations . . . and then, figuring out what to do with them 
once they all arrive (feeding them and giving them a place to sit, 
etc.), and afterwards, sending out the thank-you notices. All of 
that work devoted to getting college radio stations together, for 
no monetary compensation, and precious little in the way of 
appreciation directly. Understand why it’s difficult to put on a 
regional conference? If you don’t, then you’re just the person 
we’re looking for! 


Each Spring, at the IBS National Convention, volunteers are 
called for to help organize regional activities. ‘‘Activities’’ can 
certainly mean a regional conference, but some volunteers in the 
past have actually done far more than that. Regional newsletters 
can be published, local tape exchanges and even wire line net- 
works have been organized in some areas. 


But, of course, regional directors are generally students and broad- 
casters first, and regional directors second. Our enthusiastic vol- 
unteers at the convention often return home and realize how 
many term papers are due, and naturally, the region begins to die 
before it starts. 


Still, there are certain areas of the country that have sustained a 
regional ‘‘identity” for many years, even if there were some times 
where no one was actually running things. And there is no ques- 
tion but that the individual station profit by it. Where ideas are 
freely communicated, where stations do not have to “‘go it alone’’, 
and where an atmosphere of “community” among separate radio 
stations are found, that’s where you’ll find the college stations 
with the best record service . . . the widest selection of program- 
ming materials, and the most successful business departments.

ELEMENT 9 
REQUIREMENT RELAXED 


In a soon-to-be-released change order in 
the FCC rules, the commission announced 
that it will now permit non-commercial 
FM stations of 10 watts or less to employ 
operators without the broadcast endorse- 
ment on their 3rd class licenses. Broad- 
cast endorsement comes only after an 
applicant passes the portion of the 3rd 
class exam known as element 9, and as 
many would-be broadcast operators have 
found out, passing that section of the 
exam is the real exam. Now, however, 
that’s all changed, at least for persons 
wishing to operate a 10 watt FM station. 
Larger FM transmitters still require the 
care and supervision of someone with at 
least a 3rd class, broadcast endorsed li- 
cense. 


There are a couple of stipulations. 1) un- 
endorsed operators may onty make ad- 
justments to external controls necessary 
to turn the transmitter on and off and 
maintain the modulation to a normal 
level; and 2) the transmission system 
must be equipped with an automatic 
device to prevent modulation peaks in 
excess of 100%. 


This announcement was greeted with 
mixed reaction by those involved in 
student broadcasting. It has been pointed 
out that while this will be a great aid to 
people who only wish to work as volun- 
teer operators at a 10 watt station, and 
who do not plan to find a career in 
broadcasting . anyone thinking of 
finding a job as a professional broadcaster 
should obtain that endorsement anyhow. 
There are few enough jobs open these 
days to applicants with a 1st class license 
— let alone those who don’t have a full 
3rd class.

One alternate course 
is to buy the books in quantity, which 
will save on future waiting time, or, if 
you live near a major city, you can look 
up the Federal Bookstore in town. Gen- 
erally, they will ship by mail, and a lot 
faster than the central printing office in 
Washington. The catch is, if you order 
“too many”, they'll just send your order 
down to Washington for printing and 
shipping. How much is too much? Better 
call first and find out. 


A quick reading of this new book showed 
it to be an excellent and comprehensive 
source of information on the technical 
side of radio broadcasting. What's more, 
it is actually designed with an eye to- 
wards teaching normally non-technical 
people everything they need to know in 
order to pass that tough element 9. if 
you still need to pass the 3rd class test, 
with broadcast endorsement, this is the 
way to do it.

WOULD YOU BELIEVE... 


Many college stations around the country 
have been recently contacted by the 
Number One Broadcasting Co. of Auburn, 
Massachusetts. An offer ‘‘allowing’”’ col- 
lege stations to enter into some sort of 
commercial FM venture, with full funding 
supplied by Number One, was the latest 
scheme of its president, Daniel J. Ma- 
honey. Naturally JCR investigative re- 
porters checked it out. 


In an interview with Mahoney, JCR found 
that Number One is ‘’going to be” incor- 
porated in Delaware, and that Mahoney 
is the only officer (in fact, the only per- 
son associated with) this “company.” 
While Mahoney stated he had had abso- 
lutely no commercial media experience, 
he did point to his credentials: a high 
school education and ‘‘talking to people.” 


When queried as to the source and 
amount of funding available through his 
organization, Mahoney gave no definite 
replies, but did state his belief that he 
could create a commercial FM station for 
$8,000, soup—to—nuts. Mr. Mahoney 
would, as the age of 20, act as his own 
engineering consultant and attorney in all 
matters, with the help of an un-named 
former FCC employee. 


When asked about possible FCC reluct- 
ance to accept applications completed by 
him, Mahoney responded that a Massa- 
chusetts Senator would help him prod a 
possibly balky Commission. 


As to equipment and personnel for his 
stations: All equipment would be donated 
by unknown local benefactors, and stu- 
dents at local colleges would flock to his

stations, at no pay, ‘for the experience.” 
Mahoney stated that a ““3 KW Motorola’”’ 
would be a good transmitter for his sta- 
tions to use. Of course, Mahoney would 
retain all station licenses himself. 


Once the JCR reporters were able to con- 
tro! their mirth, they wrote this article. 
We recommend that member stations so 
inclined, and receiving communications 
from Mahoney or ‘‘Number One Broad- 
casting Co.”, promptly place them in the 
proper file — the round one.

What you now have is a listing of the 
national contacts for most of the re- 
cord companies. What you should do 
is contact one of the local Top 40/ 
MOR stations in your area and ask

Constant contact is usually 
the ‘‘name of the game” (unless the 
record company is dead set against 
servicing college stations), and if you 
can call or visit these people weekly 
or bi-weekly (in addition to a playlist), 
you'll have a better chance of getting 
constant service.

ABOUT PREPARING 
MANUSCRIPTS 
FOR THE JCR .. 


The JOURNAL OF COLLEGE RADIO 
seeks articles and other publishable ma- 
terials from all sources: The content of 
such articles should be to improve skills 
and add to the practical knowledge of 
college radio station operation and/or 
broadcast operation in general. JCR also 
solicits research in the broadcast com- 
munication area. 


LENGTH OF ARTICLES 


Brief articles tend to get the highest 
readership. Articles run as short as 2 
double-spaced typewritten pages, but 5 
to 13 pages is the more common length. 
Authors should not try to write with a 
goal of so many words or pages. The 
most informative and useful articles are 
thorough but “tightly” written. Res- 
traint from the desire to cover many 
ideas in one article is suggested. 


PREPARING THE MANUSCRIPT 


Manuscripts should be typed, double- 
spaced, on one side of 8%” x 11”’ paper, 
using margins of at least one inch on all 
edges. 


Lengthy quotations, lists, etc. that may 
be set in different type or with different 
spacing, should be indented or otherwise 
so spaced to simplify instructions to the 
printer. 


References, citations, and footnotes 
should be placed on a separate sheet at 
the end of the article rather than at the 
bottom of each page. 


Each page should contain in the upper 
left hand corner, the name of the article, 
author’s name, and page number. 


Graphic materials such as figures, charts, 
and graphs should be in camera ready 
form and placed on separate sheets at 
the end of the article. Markings in the 
body where each graphic material is to 
be placed is required. Final placement is 
the decision of the editors. 


The writer should strive for short sen- 
tences and short paragraphs. Even com- 
plex ideas are communicated most 
readily when broken down into readable 
parts. 


COMMERCIALISM 


Articles written solely to promote the 
interests of a manufacturer, company, or 
other commercially involved entities 
should be avoided. 


Also, it should be noted that we are not 
looking for purely promotional articles 
on individual radio stations. If an ar- 
ticle is to be written about your station, 
please refrain from listing achievements, 
numbers of listeners, size of record li- 
brary, etc. An exception will be made 
in this policy for articles which attempt 
to share knowledge on how these things 

can be obtained. 


PHOTOGRAPHS 


Photographs enhance the readership of 
an article. Each should contain a com- 
plete caption identifying the people in- 
volved and a description of the action. 
Over-used shots such as a disc jockey at 
the board should be avoided. Clever and 
original black and white 8 x 10 glossies 
are preferred. A photograph of the 
author is also requested. 


BIOGRAPHICAL INFORMATION 


Each article should be accompanied by a 
covering letter containing biographical 
information that may be used in the 
preparation of the introduction to the 
article. 


CHANGES 


Major changes in an article will be dis- 
cussed by correspondence between the 
author and the Editor of JCR. JCR 
reserves the right to make minor changes 
and deletions that do not change the 
substantial meaning of the article. 


DEADLINES 


JCR requires that articles intended for a 
certain issue be received no later than 
45 days before the issue date. For the 
schoo! year 1976-1977, the following 
publishing schedule is in effect: 


Deadlines Issues 


October 12 (November annual 
directory issue) 


December 17 (February 1st issue) 

January 17 (March Convention 
issue) 

February 17 (April 1 issue) 


JCR will acknowledge receipt of a manu- 
script as soon as possible. Since several 
editors may be required to properly re- 
view certain articles, three to four weeks 
may pass before the author is notified 
of acceptance or rejection. 


If an article is accepted for future use, 
it will be placed on file and reviev.3d at 
each deadline date. If an author wishes 
to withdraw an article, the JCR editer 
should be notified before the next dead- 
line. Editorial office location and phone 
are listed below. 


ONE FINAL NOTE 


JCR will supply each author with two 
copies of the issue in which his article 
appears automatically and without 
charge. Five additional copies will be 
sent to various persons so designated by 
the author.
